IGURES recently announced in Washington show that 
rubber imports into this country during July came in at 
the average valuation of 41.04 cents per pound. This repre- 
sents a remarkable drop under the June average, which 
reached the rather imposing figure of 61.85 cents per pound. 
By way of explanation, it is stated that the June imports, 
which were light, consisted principally of rubber bought 
some time ago for future delivery, so that the high valuation 
was really a legacy from some months back and not at all 
based on a spot valuation. 

From the July average it is apparent that the rubber 
industry in this country has finally worked clear of its com- 
mitments of the high price period that lasted from early in 
the late winter until spring. Tire manufacturers will soon 
begin using the lower priced rubber that is now in their 
storehouses. 

It is possible that the general public will accept this 
as the basis for expecting another price cut in the ttre 
field. As a matter of fact, this readjustment already has 
been made in the recent price reductions. The tire 
makers are absorbing or have already. absorbed the 
extra burden of the high cost rubber bought last winter. 
Tire dealers wit do well to understand this point in case . 
they are asked for explanations.

OR a good many years engineers have been working on 
the problem of adapting the Diesel type of engine to 
automotive uses. Power plants of this kind have certain 
definite advantages which would make for efficiency in the

O* the first of April last, (a significant date!), the 
republic of Mexico placed a 10 per cent ta.x on the 
sales of automobiles within its borders. As a result of this 
tax imposition reports tell us that sales of automobiles in 
Mexico have fallen off from 75 to 80 per cent. 

If there is any one thing that Mexico needs to 
become a prosperous and progressive land it is trans- 
portation. The motor vehiele is ideally adapted to give 
our southern neighbor efficient transportation at less 
cost than it would entail to build railways. By adding 
the small amount that the 10 per cent. tar will yield to 
the national treasury, the Mexican government has set 
back the whole progressive development of the country. 

Furthermore, as a concrete example of what even a 10 
per cent. tax added to the cost of motor yehicles will do in 
the way of checking sales, this present occurrence is almost 
perfect. Our own legislators will do well to bear this 
example in mind.
